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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

On  July  25,  1925,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
were  called  together  to  consider  the  passing  away  of  Thomas 
Lewis  Jefferson,  who  had  served  for  fifteen  years  as  a  trustee, 
and  six  years  as  the  president  of  that  body. 

What  Mr.  Jefferson  meant  to  the  cause  of  the  blind  was  truly 
and  admirably  expressed  in  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
adopted  at  that  meeting : 

Whereas,  Almighty  God  in  His  inscrutable  wisdom,  has 
seen  fit  to  call  from  his  earthly  labors,  Thomas  Lewis  Jefferson, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Keii,tucky  School  for 
the  Blind,  and  long  identified  with  the  cause  of  education  of  the 
sightless,  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Jefferson  by  virtue  of  his  splendid  attain- 
ments, sincere  devotion  to  duty  and  uniform  and  unfailing 
courtesy  as  Presiding  Officer  and  Member  rendered  a  great  serv- 
ice and  will  be  sorely  missed  by  this  board  that  feels  most  acutely 
the  stroke  sustained  in  his  taking  off,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  cause  of  the  sightless  in  general  and  the 
Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind  in  particular,  have  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  Jefferson,  suffered  a  great  loss;  that  in  touching  him 
death  stilled  a  noble  heart  and  brain  and  a  sympathetic  nature 
consecrated  to  the  uplift  of  those  bereft  of  vision,  who  com- 
manded every  element  of  his  tireless  energy  and  intelligent  and 
constructive  effort  in  a  work  that  to  him  was  a  labor  of  love 
actuated  by  the  spirit  of  true  charity  for  his  unfortunate  fellows. 
Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  the  demise  of  our  Presiding  Officer,  this 
Board  has  lost  a  valued  and  efficient  co-worker  and  esteemed  as- 
sociate Avhose  very  presence  and  bearing  were  an  inspiration,  and 
whose  rare  tact,  good  judgment  and  resourcefulness  at  all  times 
distinguished  him  and  merited  the  confidence  and  co-operation 
of  his  fellow-members.    Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  the  passing  of  Mr,  Jefferson,  the  Board 
of  Visitors  of  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind  shares  a  per- 
sonal loss,  collectively  and  individually,  and  reflecting  the  senti- 
ments of  the  management,  faculty,  pupils  and  employees  of  tho 
Institution,  joins  v/ith.  the  community  in  deploring  the  loss  of  a 
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splendid,  upright  gentleman  and  public-spirited  citizen;  with 
his  church,  in  the  loss  of  a  zealous  and  consistent  Christian 
worker;  with  his  fraternity  in  the  loss  of  a  loyal  member  and  out- 
standing leader ;  with  his  legion  of  friends  in  the  loss  of  a  gener- 
ous and  warm  hearted  associate,  and  with  his  family  in  the  loss  of 
a  loving  and  devoted  husband  and  father,  who  in  his  ideal  home 
life  typified  the  traits  that  distinguished  him  in  every  relation. 

Due  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  previous  session 
was  brought  to  an  early  close  which  prevented  the  usual  exami- 
nations and  commencement  exercises.  However,  the  children 
were  given  an  opportunity  of  making  their  grades  by  commenc- 
ing the  1925  and  1926  session  a  few  weeks  before  the  scheduled 
time.  The  examinations  were  held  during  the  last  week  in  Oc- 
tober, and  the  concert  and  graduating  exercises  took  place  on 
Friday,  October  30. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools.  B.  W.  Hartley,  we  were  permitted  to  enter  one  of  our 
totally  blind  girls  at  the  Atherton  High  School  for  Girls.  During 
the  entire  session  this  girl  ranked  among  the  first  of  her  class, 
with  an  average  of  97%  for  the  year  and  98%  for  the  final  ex- 
aminations. 

Our  curriculum  for  the  past  session  included  reading, 
spelling,  writing  with  stylus,  writing  with  lead  pencil  and  type- 
writer, arithmetic,  algebra,  geography,  history,  grammar, 
rhetoric,  English,  French,  Spanish  and  Latin  Also  piano  and 
vocal  music,  harmony,  composition,  orchestra,  band,  piano 
tuning,  manual  training,  domestic  science  and  physical  culture. 

As  "All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy."  there 
were  parties  at  Hallowe'en,  Christmas,  and  through  the  Yuletide 
season.  St.  Valentine 's  Day  was  another  good  excuse  for  decora- 
tion and  gayety.  Lincoln's  birthday  and  George  Washington's 
birthday  were  also  celebrated  with  fitting  programs.  At  Easter, 
bunnies,  ducks  and  chickens  of  every  hue  and  style  were  found 
sitting  on  nests  laden  with  eggs  from  the  hen,  surrounded  by 
those  of  the  marshmallow  and  chocolate  variety 
r^  7^  *^  generosity  of  Mr.  P.  S.  Durham,  the  Woman's 

Club,  Wednesday  Morning  Music  Club,  and  others,  our  children 
were  permitted  to  attend  concerts  given  by  some  of  the  best 
artists  in  the  country. 
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On  November  21st,  in  honor  of  the  birthday  of  Miss  Susan 
B.  Merwin,  former  Superintendent,  the  girls  and  boys  composed 
and  rendered  appropriate  entertainment  for  this  occasion. 

The  Vaudeville  Sliow  given  by  the  children  of  the  White  and 
Colored  Departments  would  have  done  credit  to  any  company  of 
amateurs. 

Our  Boy  Scouts  had  an  easy  victory  over  two  seeing  teams 
of  the  city  ap,d  added  another  cup  to  our  collection  of  athletic 
trophies.  The  Girl  S^outs^  of  this  Institution  are  considered 
among  the  very  best  of  the  city  and  take  great  pride  and  pleasure 
in  all  of  the  activities  of  this  organization. 

The  outdoor  pageant  was  very  pretty  and  splendidly  given. 
The  performance  reflects  great  credit  on  children  and  faculty 

The  exhibit  of  hand  work  and  the  concert  held  on  June  1st 
by  the  children  of  the  Colored  Department  bear  testimony  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  striving  hard  to  overcome  their  handicap. 

On  Wednesday,  June  2nd,  the  graduating  exercises  were 
held  at  the  White  Department.  After  the  usual  distributioi.  of 
certificates,  medals  of  merit  were  given  to  the  three  girls  and  boys 
who  had  accumulated  the  highest  number  of  points  during  the 
i;cssion  fcr  neatness,  punctuality,  deportment  and  elfort.  The 
lirst  prize  was  a  gold  medal;  the  second,  silver;  and  third,  bronze. 

For  the  gi'eatest  amount  of  fun  and  thorough  enjoyment 
heaped  up  in  ore  day,  our  children  are  indebted  to  the  big-heart- 
edness  of  Judge  Charles  A.  Wilson,  who  annually  invites  them 
as  his  guests,  to  Fontaine  Ferry  Park,  where  everything  is 
thrown  open  for  their  amusement. 

When  the  pupils  return  in  September,  they  will  find  a  beau- 
tiful new  Orthophonic  Victrola  Talking  Machine  which  is  the 
best  instrument  of  this  kind  on  the  market  to-day.  New  electric 
light  fixtures  have  been  placed  in  the  assembly  room,  reception 
room,  display  room,  office  and  dining  room.  An  electric  pro- 
gram clock  has  been  installed  which  will  control  the  bells  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  building.  This  mechanism  will  automatically 
ring  bells  at  different  periods  throughout  the  day. 

Carpenters,  plasterers  and  painters  are  at  work  getting  the 
building  in  first  class  condition  for  the  opening  of  school  the 
second  Wednesday  in  September.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  PARENTS  AND  FRIENDS 
It  is  a  mistaken  kindness  to  pamper  a  child  too  much  be- 
cause he  is  blind.  At  tlie  very  earliest  he  should  be  taught  to 
walk  and  do  things  for  himself.  His  sense  of  touch  should  be 
cultivated  in  every  possible  manner.  He  should  be  given  small 
articles  of  various  shapes  and  different  degrees  of  smoothness 
and  hardness  so  that  he  could  gradually  gain  efficiency  in  the 
sense  of  touch.  It  is  not  necessary  for  one  to  lead  even  a  small 
child  everywhere  he  wishes  to  go,  and  if  he  should  drop  some- 
thing on  the  lloor,  it  is  much  better  for  him  to  find  it  than  it  is 
for  some  one  to  pick  it  up  for  him.  The  blind  child  cannot  be 
taught  the  lesson  of  self-reliance  too  soon.  Teach  him  to  dress 
liimself  and  to  attend  to  his  personal  wants  at  the  very  begin- 
ning. Cleanliness  and  table  manners  should  be  taught  him  even 
more  carefully  than  you  would  your  seeing  child. 

Proper  carriage  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  See  that  the 
child  sits  up  straight,  stands  erect,  and  walks  in  the  proper  man- 
ner. All  tendencies  to  facial  distortion,,  grimacing,  and  poking 
the  finger  into  the  eyes  should  be  broken  at  the  very  first  appear- 
ance of  such  common  habits.  Rocking  from  one  side  to  the 
other,  weaving  the  body  from  side  to  side,  wriggling  the  fingers, 
and  shaking  the  head  are  very  difficult  to  stop  when  once  ac- 
quired. 

Tell  and  read  to  your  child  juvenile  stories.  Never  talk  in 
his  presence  of  things  he  ought  not  to  hear ;  there  is  an  old  say- 
ing that,  "little  pitchers  have  big  ears."  Remember,  though 
your  child  is  blind,  he  has  the  power  of  absorbing  a  great  deal. 
Do  not  refer  to  his  blindness  when  he  is  present.  It  is  positively 
cruel  to  him  to  let  him  have  his  own  way  about  everything.  Dis- 
cipline him  firmly  and  judiciously,  or  he  will  be  miserable,  dis- 
contented, and  very  difficult  to  manage  when  he  grows  older. 

It  is  very  unjust  to  the  child  to  keep  him  at  home  and  not 
send  him  to  a  school  just  as  soon  as  age  or  circumstances  will  per- 
mit. The  school  with  its  corps  of  sympathetic,  well-trained 
teachers  is  the  only  place  where  your  child  can  be  thoroughly 
taught  to  become  a^  self-supporting  and  a  respected  citizen. 
While  the  child  is  attending  school,  you  can  do  much  for  him  by 
writing  cheerful  letters.    When  his  monthly  reports  are  re-

ceived,  if  satisfactory,  commeud  him;  if  not,  show  him  that  you 
are  not  pleased  and  that  you  expect  a  much  better  report  the 
next  time. 

His  vacations  should  not  be  spent  in  communicating  with 
his  fellow  pupils,  for  he  will  see  enough  of  them  during  the 
school  session.  It  would  be  very  helpful  to  the  child  if  light 
chores  and  special  household  duties  were  assigned  to  him  daily 
while  he  is  at  home. 

An  "eye  doctor,"'  optician,  or  any  ordinary  medicine  man 
should  not  be  allowed  to  treat  such  a  delicate  organ  as  the  eye. 
There  are  at  present  a  number  of  first-class  oculists  and  free 
government  clinics  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  ready  and  eager  to 
do  wiiat  they  can  for  your  child. 

In  almost  every  State  in  the  Union  there  are  free  schools  for 
the  various  defective  classes.  Kentucky  established  her  school 
for  the  blind  in  1842,  being  the  eighth  school  of  the  kind  in  the 
country.  The  purpose  of  the  State  in  founding  the  school  was 
to  give  to  the  child  with  defective  sight  as  good  an  education  as  is 
offered  to  seeing  the  child,  and,  in  addition,  to  give  it  instruction 
in  manual  training. 

In  1884,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  providing  for 
the  addition  of  a  department  in  a  separate  building,  and  dis- 
tirct  from  the  whites,  for  the  education  of  the  colored  blind 
children  of  the  State. 

In  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  founders  of  this  public 
school  for  the  blind,  the  board  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  ex- 
pectations of  a  wise  and  beneficent  public  sentiment.  Tlicy  have 
tried  to  follow  in  the  line  first  marked  out  by  those  eminent  men 
who  founded  and  for  mary  years  guided  the  progress  of  the 
school.  With  this  end  in  view,  they  have  secured  skillful  and 
devoted  teachers,  good  and  faithful  servants,  improved  educa- 
tional appliances,  and  have  provided  that  the  children  under 
their  control  shall  be  properly  and  kindly  cared  for,  thus  pro- 
viding the  advantages  of  a  high-class  boarding  school,  free  of 
cost,  for  all  blind  children. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  about  50  per  cent  of  the  blind 
children  of  Kentucky,  between  the  teachable  ages  of  six  and 
sixteen  years  of  age,  are  growing  up  in  ignorance,  without  any 
share  in  the  great  advantages  so  freely  offered  by  the  State. 
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The  American  idea  of  a  school  for  the  blind  is  as  far  re- 
moved from  its  being  an  asylum,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  is  from 
its  being  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  eyes,  on  the 
otlier  hand. 

Its  work  is  strictly  educational,  aiKl  it  is  established,  not 
out  of  charity  for  the  afflicted,  but  from  a  sense  of  justice  that 
recognizes  the  fact  that,  under  the  principles  of  our  government, 
a  fi'oe  education  is  the  birthright  of  every  child  in  the  Republic 

A  blind  t'liil<l  or  one  with  defective  sight,  should  be  sent  to 
sc?hool  as  soon  as  it  can  get  along  without  a  nurse,  say  at  six  or 
seven  years  of  age.  Every  year's  delay  after  that  time  reiulers 
the  task  of  its  education  more  difficult  and  incomplete.  Fi'om 
the  moment  it  reaches  t]i(>  school,  the  sense  of  touch  has  to  l)e 
persistently  trained.  The  kindergarten,  with  its  great  variety 
of  devices  and  employment  for  busy  fingers,  is  of  inestimable 
value  for  this  ])urpose,  and  the  Avork  done  by  the  children  in  this 
department  arrests  the  attention  and  excites  the  admiration  of 
the  ]iiost  careless  visitor. 

After  the  kindergarten,  the  child  studies  things  and  models 
of  things;  and  in  its  study  of  geography,  models  in  sand  and 
clay,  the  surface  of  his  state  and  country,  and  the  grand  divisions 
of  the  globe;  he  is  taught  to  read  and  write  and  cipher;  he 
studies  grammar,  history,  natural  i)hilosophy  and  all  \he 
blanches  of  a  good  education. 

If  he  has  any  musical  abi:ity,  it  is  scientincally  and  sedu- 
lously cultivated,  for  it  is  in  the  practice  of  the  art  of  music  that 
he  can  compete  with  his  seeing  comrades  on  more  ecpial  terms 
than  in  any  other  occupation. 

He  is  also  given  instruction  in  the  workshop,  where  he 
learns  to  cane  chairs,  make  brooms,  mops,  baskets,  and  to  do 
simple  carpentry  and  upholstery,  such  as  the  repairin-  of 
lounges,  and  the  manufacture  of  mattresses.  If  he  is  capable  of 
^earning  it,  he  is  taught  the  ai  t  of  piano  tuning,  in  which  art 
several  of  our  graduates  have  obtained  well-deserved  success 
Graduates  of  our  school  are  in  charge  of  the  music  departments 
in  the  schools  for  the  blind  in  Louisiana  and  Arkansas

to  knit  how";  '"'7^'  ''''^  '^'^  how 

to  knit,  hoAv  to  use  the  sewing  machine,  and  how  to  cut  out  fit 
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too-ether  and  make  their  own  garments.  They  are  also  tanght 
basketry  and  weavirg,  and  given  a  thorough  conrse  in  domestic 
science,  which  includes  the  care  of  a  house  and  the  preparation 
and  cooking  of  food. 

In  this  course  of  study  and  development,  extending  over 
eight  or  ten  years,  the  blind  child  gains  a  confidence  in  hi^  own 
power  that  enables  it  to  overcome,  to  a  great  extent,  the  natural 
.'.wkwardness  of  blindness.  He  has  become  a  youth  of  intelli- 
gence, an  agreeable  companion,  a  self-respecting,  independent 
person,  familiar  with  eurient  events,  with  a  well-trained  mind 
and  familiar  with  the  amenities  of  civilized  life.  He  is,  to  a  con- 
siderable extent,  prepared  to  earn  a  living  for  himself. 

To  withhoUl  from  a  child  such  opportunities  is  a  serious 
mistake,  while  no  greater  kindness  can  be  shown  such  a  child 
than  to  secure  for  it  the  advantages  of  an  education.  The  school 
year  begins  the  second  Wednesday  in  September  ard  closes  the 
second  Wednesday  in  June,  and  at  the  close  the  children  are 
returned  to  their  homes,  as  it  is  the  desire  of  the  trustees  to 
maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  home  ties  of  the  child. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

In  respect  to  the  forms  to  go  through  to  secure  the  admis- 
sion of  a  child  to  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind,  it  is  only 
required  that  the  child  be  of  so  defcL'tive  vision  as  to  be  unable 
to  get  an  education  in  the  ordinary  schools;  that  it  be  of  good 
health  and  sound  mind,  and  within  tlie  ages  of  six  and  eighteen, 
for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  institution  is  neither  a  hos- 
pital nor  an  asylum.  No  charge  is  made  for  board  or  tuition. 
The  school  session  begirs  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  Sejitem- 
ber  and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June.  Pupils  will  be 
admitted  at  any  time  within  these  dates,  but  they  are  much  ben- 
efited by  beginning  promptly  at  the  first  of  the  session.  The 
children  all  return  to  their  homes  in  the  summer. 

If  fuller  information  is  desired,  it  may  be  had  from  the 
Superintendent  or  from  any  of  the  trustees,  who  will  cheerfully 
correspond  with  any  person  wishing  to  place  a  blind  child  in  the 
institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KENTUCKY  WORKSHOP  FOR  THE 

AUULT  BLIND 

The  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  is  under  the 
same  management  but  separate  and  apart  from  the  school  with 
a  special  appropriation  for  its  maintenance. 

This  department  was  established  in  March,  1913,  by  Mr.  C. 
B.  Martin  in  two  rooms  at  Frankfort  Avenue  and  Willianw? 
Street,  where  two  blind  men  were  employed  at  making  mops. 
The  business  continued  to  grow  and  three  small  cottages  were 
next  rented ;  one  was  used  for  a  shop ;  one  for  a  store  room, 
and  the  other  for  sleeping  quarters  for  the  men  who  lived  out 
of  the  city  and  were  brought  there  to  learn  the  trade.  Broom 
mlaking  on  a  small  scale  was  then  introduced. 

Up  to  this  period  the  shop  had  been  maintained  by  sales  of 
mops  and  brooms  and  contributions  from  friends  and  various 
organizations.  It  was  decided,  however,  to  ask  for  help  from 
the  State  to  enlarge  the  work.  A  committee  from  the  Legisla- 
ture inspected  the  shop  and  were  so  well  pleased  with  the  start 
that  had  been  made  tliej^  pledged  their  support  to  obtain  finan- 
cial aid  from  the  State.  It  was  through  their  efforts  and  the 
help  of  other  kind  friends  that  an  annual  appropriation  of  $14,- 
000.00  was  secured.  The  money  became  available  April  1,  1918, 
at  which  time  the  workshop  became  the  property  of  the  State, 
and  equipment  and  stock  on  hand  valued  at  $2,000.00  was 
given  over.  Then  work  on  a  much  more  extensive  scale  was 
begun. 

On  July  1,  1918,  a  home  teacher  was  engaged.  Many  fami- 
lies in  different  parts,,  of  the  State  have  been  visited,  and  many 
blind  adults  in  their  homes  have  been  taught  to  read,  write,  sew, 
and  knit.  They  have  been  shown  how  to  improve  their  home 
conditions,  and  many  of  them  have  been  induced  to  take  up,  their 
former  occupations.  One  was  taught  to  wind  armatures  and 
since  that  time  has  been  employed  in  a  large  electric  plant; 
others  came  to  the  shop  where  they  have  been  taught  to  make 
mops  and  brooms  and  are  now  self-supporting. 

Since  1918,  the  appropriation  has  been  increased  to  $20,000. 
On  June  1,  1925,  one  of  the  three  units  planned  for  the  Ken- 
tucky Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  was  opened.  This  is  a 
two  story  fireproof  structure,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
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furnished  with  the  very  latest  machines  for  mattress  work  and 
rug  making.  This  building  which  means  so  much  to  the  adult 
blind  of  the  State  also  reflects  great  credit  on  those  who  made  it 
possible  and  enhances  the  beauty  and  value  of  its  locality.  This 
shop  for  the  Adult  Blind  is  for  the  purpose  of  educating  men 
and  women  in  some  vocation  who  have  never  had  the  opportunity 
of  attending  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind. 

All  articles  made  at  the  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult 
Blind  find  a  ready  market  because  of  the  standard  of  excellence 
they  have  attained.
